There are certain amenities in busineis 
life which none but the veriest pirate dis­ 
regards. 
For instance, the merchant» of 
a town, as a c!a»». recognize tin- fact that 
their interest» are interwoven with the in 
teresls of every Other class of the com 
munity in which they reside and are do­ 
ing business, a n d the laws of self interest, 
if no higher consideration, must suggest 
to a man of average Intelligence that it is 
ruinous economy which, for the present 
saving of a few cents, would patronize 
some outside industry from which no tc 
ceives 
no 
patronage in return, when 
there are reliable firms in his own com 
munlty engaged in supplying the things 
he requires 
During a time of general 
depression, we venture that our clothiers, 
grocery men, coal dealers, Jeweler», etc , 
lrave not been in the habit of starting out 
men with samples of their good» among 
the surrounding towns and cities and so 
iiciting sales at prices that they would 
never think of selling to home consumers. 
They have sometimes, iu the past, had 
to encounter Ibis kind of piratical oppoai 
tion, and it has uot been to them a very 
pleasant experience. 
It is no less un 
pleasant or unfair when applied to the 
printing business. 
The printing offices of 
this city have seen times when a little 
heavier patronage would have been most 
acceptable, but they most certainly have 
never stooped to the dirt) w< >rk of thus 
stealing it from their neighbors A print 
ing office certainly bears its full share in 
the development of the prosperity of the 
community in which it is located. 
An 
editor asks and expects nothing more 
than would he accorded to any other bus 
ine»8 man for the liua, trouble and space 
iu bis paper devoted to the furtherance of 
matters of public interest 
But lie has a 
right to expect from all the other busi 
uess men of the community that appreci 
ation which lie is willing to accord to 
each 
that straightforward business pat­ 
ronage for which he guarantees value re 
eeived, and from the returns of which 
each expect» to make a living for himself 
and family. 
Goods that aie furnished by 
outsiders on cut local rates (whether they 
be groceries or printing) are usually uu 
satisfactory in quality, and such as would 
not be received from home dealers; or 
when finished work is furnished at 
a 
price that would not cover the cost of ma 
terial (as was done some years ago by a 
publishing firm iu Sterling) it is because 
tbe stock used is puicbaied on credit and 
never paid for until the firm doing such a 
snide business is closed out by its credit 
ors. 
Of course thi» makes no difference 
to the man who looks only at the few 
cents saved to him by tiie transaction, 
but no really honorable 
business man 
would for such a paltry prize care to 
cripple any home industry or become an 
involuntary accomplice in the defrauding 
of a Chicago w holesale firm 
Everyone's 
motto in such eases should be, “ Live and 
let live,” and even the rankest free-trader 
can see that in the !o< al protection of 
home industries by a recognition of mu­ 
tual interests alone lies tbe true road to 
individual and communal prosperity.
